Please amend Claims 5, 11, 13-16 as follows and delete Claims 9-10, 17-18 without prejudice to 
reinstate: 

I. Claims 1-4 (canceled) 

5. (Currently Amended) A bow support adapted to be secured to a pod mounting portion, 
comprising: 

a member having a first portion adapted to securely couple to a bow, and a second portion 
adapted to be directly coupled to the pod mounting portion such that the bow is oriented in a vertical 
position when the pod is securely positioned on the ground , wherein the member has a third portion 
proximate the second portion also adapted to be coupled to the pod mounting portion so as to inhibit 
rotation of the member with respect to the pod mounting portion . 

6. (Previously submitted) The support as specified in Claim 5, wherein the member is a unitary 
member. 

7. (Previously submitted) The support as specified in Claim 6 wherein the first and second 
portions are located at opposite ends of the xmitary member. 

8. (Previously Amended) The support as specified in Claim 5 wherein the bow is a compound 
bow.

(Currently submitted) The combination as specified in Claim 1 50, wherein the member is a 
unitary member. 

12. (Previously submitted) The combination as specified in Claim 11, wherein the first and 
second portions are located at opposite ends of the unitary member. 

13. (Currently Amended) The combination as specified in Claim 150, wherem the bow is a 
compound bow. 
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14. (Currently Amended) The combination as specified in Claim ISO, wherein the member has 
a third portion proximate the second portion also adapted to be coupled to the tepod mounting 
portion so as to inhibit rotation of the member with respect to the tripod mounting portion. 

15. (Currently amended) In combination: 

a tripod having a mounting portion: and 

a member having a first portion adapted to securely couple to a bow, and a second portion 
adapted to be directlv coupled to the tripod mounting portion such that the bow is oriented in a 
vertical position when the tripod is securely positioned on the ground, wherein the member second 
portion has a first threaded recess adapted to treadablv receive the pod mounting portion. 

16. (Currently Amended) In combination: 
a bipod having a mounting portion: and 

a member having a first portion adapted to securely couple to a bow, and a second portion 
adapted to be directly coupled to the bipod mounting portion such that the bow is oriented in a 
vertical position when the bipod is securely positioned on the ground, wherein the member second 
portion has a first threaded recess adapted to treadablv receive the pod mounting portion.
